reconciled to God. Since then you mayn't have 
many moments to live in this World, you can't 
doubt but 'tis the higheſt Wiſdom to ſecure a 
better, In order to which, ask. your ſelf how 
you are prepared for't z and take this one ſhort 
infallible Rule, Whoſoever continues in the habit 
of any one wilful Sin, b2 it Swearing, Cruelty, 
Impurity, or whatever elſ?, is not in God's Fa- 
vour, nor can, tf he ſo ate, expect any Mercy at

Now there's no way to recover from this 
Condition, but Repentance and Faith : The 
firſt, Sorrow for Sin, and /eaving it ; the fe- 
cond, an humble Truft in God's Mercy for the 
ſake of Chriſt Jeſus, with a ſincere Obedience 
to his Commands, Without which Faith, tis 
Impoſſible to pleaſe God ; as without Repen- 
lance, we muſt all perijh. | 

But becauſe theſe Graces require generally 
Time and Laboyr.to be produced in the Mind, 
Us a more deſperate hazard to delay the getting 
£n till ſuch an Exizence, than 'twould be ta 


put 
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put off your Arming your ſelf, 'till the Enemy 
were juſt upon you.
